cinch grand slam in spades 
shown in today's hand? 


It is rather easy if you open 


with two diamonds. East will 
overcall with two hearts and 
after South bids two spades 
North can simply raise to 
three spades to see what will 
liappen, , South will cue 
bid 


hearts and North will jump to 
the grand slam. 


The trouble with that meth- 


od is that, while it is simple, 
it requires North to open with 
an unsound two bid. He has a 
good hand but only 15 high 
card points and lots of gaps in 
his spade suit. 


The bidding in the box 


shows how experts get there 
by the use of a special con- 
vention. 


North's five spade bid illus- 


trates this. He wants to be in 
seven if his partner can take 
the first heart trick and in six 
if his partner can take the 
second one.

1.3 per cent in August is not 
news to the average householder. 
During the past year he has be- 
come accustomed to the rising 
costs of necessities that make 
him stretch the budget a bit more 
<ach month to make ends meet. 
What might be news is the pre- 
diction by an authoritative food 
trade publication that housewives 
will spend from 6 to 7 per 
cent more this year to feed their 
families than they did last year. 
In 1965 grocery shoppers rang 
up a record $60.4 billion food 
bill, the magazine Food Topics 
reported. This is roughly $1,025 
Jfor each family, a jump of 6.6 
per cent from 1964 - the biggest 
increase since 1957. In the last 
five years, the cost of living has 
gained about 6.5 per cent. It 
looks like a hefty jump, until it 
is xompared with the cost of the 
federal 
government which has 


soared something like 31 per cent 
during the same period. 


It might well be that the un- 


•tppetizing rise In the cost of food 
has been caused, at least in part, 
by the struggles of the farmer, 
the processer, the wholesaler and 
the grocer to pay their part of 
the rocketing cost of government.

there's one thing the Treasury 
Department dislikes, it's com- 
petition in one of its major en- 
deavors — making money. 


Despite the department's phe- 


nomenal success over 101 years 
in eliminating competition, how- 
ever, 
counterfeiting 
reached 


record levels during the year 
which ended June 30 and the 
heightened pace is continuing. 


But the Secret Service, which 


was created in 1865 to combat 
widespread counterfeiting, also 
had 
some bad news for the 


makers of phony money. It re- 
ported record seizures and ar- 
rests for counterfeiting during 
its last fiscal year." 


James J. Rowley, the Secret 


Service director, said the major 
factor in the bogus money boom 
is the improvement in photogra- 
phy 
and printing which has 


made it easier and quicker to 
produce counterfeits. 


And the service added that 


counterfeiters, in general, are 
turning out more phony bills pet- 
capita than they once did. It's 
simply a matter of running the 
presses longer. 


"There's no indication that 


this criminal activity will lessen 
in the coming year," Rowley 
said. He added that the rise in 
counterfeiting generally follows 
the rise in the society's af- 
fluence and the increase in the 
amount of money in circulation. 


At last count on Aug. 31, there 


was $38.6 billion in paper money 
in circulation. 


Despite improvements in the 


quality of counterfeits, they still 
fall short of Treasury standards 
— the parchment, for example, 
on which real money is printed 
has never been duplicated by 
counterfeiters. 


The Secret Service dislikes 


talking publicly about the tech- 
niques it uses to catch counter- 
feiters, but tipsters and under- 
cover agents play an effective 
part in enforcement. 


Among the modern tools the 


Treasury uses are its labora- 
tories where it can examine the 
minute details of paper, inks — 
also not duplicated by counter- 
feiters — and other characteris- 
tics peculiar to bogus bills. 
Sheppard's Wife

Seeks New 
Ways to End 
V. Nam War

DENT Johnson hopes to learn 
from Far Eastern allies during 
his Manila conference trip new 
proposals for ending the war in 
Viet Nam and new plan 
for 


postwar 
security and 
recon- 


struction. 


The President told a news 


conference Thursday, in con- 
firming his schedule for a six- 
nation tour later this month, 
that at the Manila conference "I 
want to be a good listener as 
well as an active participant." 


The schedule calls for the 


President to be in Manila from 
Oct. 23 to Oct. 27. He will meet 
with the government heads of 
South Viet Nam, Korea, Thai- 
land, the Philippines, New Zea- 
land, and Australia — nations 
with some forces in the Viet- 
namese war. 


Johnson has expanded his trip 


to the Manila conference into 
the most extensive Asian tour 
ever undertaken by an Ameri- 
can 
President. 
He and Mrs. 


Johnson plan to visit New Zea- 
land and Australia before the 
Manila summit, and Thailand, 
Malaysia and Korea afterwards. 


The President was asked at 


his news conference if there is 
any possibility he would visit 
South Viet Nam, too. "No con- 
sideration has been given at this 
time to any such proposal or 
any such visit," he replied. 


But speculation persisted in 


Saigon 
that 
Johnson would 


make a stop in Viet Nam — 
even if only for a few hours. The 
most persistent report in Saigon 
was that the President may fly 
to Da Nang, the huge U.S. 
Marine base that military men 
described as the most secure 
base in the country where his 
presidential plane could land, 


A newsman asked Johnson 


about charges by presidential 
critics that the trip has political 
motivations. Johnson declined 
to comment on the charges, but 
said: "I just think you have to 
evaluate the critics and judge 
the 
circumstances and draw 


your own conclusions." 


In discussing the Manila con- 


ference, Johnson said he was 
sure 
that the Asian leaders 


"will have some specific plans 
to suggest" on ways for ending 
the conflict and "for making 
that area of the world prosper- 
ous and peaceful in the years to 
come." 


Once more, as he has in the- 


past, he left open the door for 
participation 
by 
Communist 


North Viet Nam in postwar re- 
habilitation programs, stating 
that when he spoke of this pros- 
pect he was talking of the "de- 
velopment of Viet Nam." Offi- 
cials said this was a deliberate 
reference to the whole of the 
divided country, North as well 
as South.
